Raising bouse plants Is not after .all 


a very difficult thing If one observes 
certain facts and gives BUfflclent atten- 
tion to these, says the Brooklyn Citizen. 
Plants arc frequently moved around 
too much to thrive aud arc exposed to 
uneven temperature or drafts. 


The room in which plants grow must 


not be kept very warm In the daytime 
and allowed to become very cold at 
night. Giving enough water at regular 
times lu of course the flrst requisite to 
success In plant culture. Most flower- 
ing plants need sunshine, and there- 
fore a sunny window protected from 
draftH to the best place to keep them. 


On the other band, a fernery needs 


light, but not sun, and therefore thrives 
best in windows on the shady side of 
the house. Coal gas and gnH for light- 
Ing are destructive to all growth of 
plants and therefore to protect from 
these cover tlie plants with n newspa- 
per at night raised by some device so 
as not to touch the loaves. Maidenhair 
turns are found to grow best under 
class globes. 
Evnrj' day at ns nearly the same hour 


as you can mnniigc wator your plants 
They will be grateful Cor the regular- 
ity nnd us often as once a week give 
the large plants, such ns palms nuc 
rubber troen, a sponge bath with tepltJ 
water It Is most important to keep the 
foliage free from 'dust. Plants, too 
net'd fresh air us much us people, one 
therefore allow the window farthest 
from the plants to be open a little wuy 
at the top, being sure, however, to cov 
er thorn If the change of temperature 
will be felt

DRAINAGE O_F_ ROADS. 


A. rew Simple Principle, to Follow 


«o Oet Good Ile«ult». 


Water Is the most destructive agent 
o a road, and yet If a few simple prtn- 
iplen are followed it can be easily dealt 
with says W. O. Bldrldge, assistant di- 
cetor of the bureau of public road in- 
nulrles. Earth Is more susceptible to 
the action of water and more easily 
dissolved and moved by It than any 
>ther road material, and for this rea- 
on too much attention can hardly be 
given to the drainage of roads. Drain- 
age alone will often change a bad road 
uto a good ono, while, on the other 
hand, the best road may quickly go to 
ruin for lack of drainage. 


Most country roads are too flat on top 


to shed water. Indeed a great many of 
them are not only flat, but concave, the 
center being the lowest part In other 
words their crowns are inverted. a.ne 
sides of the roads ore often square 
shoulders which obstruct the water in.

No town has money to waste in road 


building, but a large majority of the 
towns throughout the 'east have plenty 
of good material that can be used for 
the asking, and with an outfit of mod- 
-rn machinery this material can easily 
c converted into a roof or covering tor 
ho dirt roads. The very Qrst step, 
berefore, after the money question has 
ecn settled Is the purchase of a porta- 
le crushing outfit and a road roller. If 
u euglue can be hired at a reasonable 
gure to drive the rock crusher,- so 
.auch tlic better; if not, a good engine 
hould be purchased. 
What man has done man can do 
gain, and experience has shown that 
ood roads can be built by farmers at 
n expense so small as to make it In- 


excusable for nuy community to longer 
delay the 'work of permanent road' 
building. In the town of Canandaigua, 
Ontario county,' N. Y.,,several miles of 
tone roads are being built each year at 
a cost of from $1,000 to $1,200 per mile. 
This work has been in progress for 
aver ten years, with the result that the 
own Is now grldlroned with good hard 
roads and the farmers of that section 
no longer dread the terrors of -winter. 
The town owns a portable crusher and 
a steam road roller, the latter being 
used for the double purpose' of driving 
the crusher and rolling the roads. The 
crusher is moved from place to place, 
md old stone walls, field stone and 
quarry stone are utilized in the work of 
highway Improvement. The macadam 
s laid to a width of twelve feet and a 
depth of eight inches,, and a dirt track 
is left on one side of the road. This 
would seem to be an excellent type of 
a country road, as for all ordinary Pur- 
poses a dirt track is preferable in dry 
weather to one of stone, while In wet 
weather the stone road can be used 
to the exclusion of .the dirt track. If a 
town has $2,500 available for perma- 
nent work it can easily build after the 
proper machinery has been purchased 
two miles of such macadam roads .each

Things Rurul Patrons slioultl Know 


'Rural carries are required to" take 


with tilom on their trips, for the ac- 
commodation of their patrons, a sup- 
ply 
of stamps, stamped envelopes, 


postal cards and newspaper wrappers. 


The carrier is empowered to regis- 


ter letters aud packages and to de- 
liver tho same, giving and taking re- 
ceipts for same on forms provided for 
that purpose. 


Ho is also authorized 
to accept 


money for money orders, giving re- 
ceipts therefore, and if pWtrons of de- 
livery desire to make him their agent 
for tho purpose he may inclose the or- 
ders when issued in addressed envel- 
opes confined to his care and mail 
them without returning them to tho 
sender. 


Tho patrons are expected to moot 


Mie dopratment half way by affording 
carriers every facility for tho perfor- 
mance of their duties by keeping tho 
roads open and to keep them in good 
repair at all seasons of the year. 


Rural mail boxes must be fastened 


to a . post at such height from the 
ground as to bo easily opened and in- 
spected by tile carrier without alight- 
ing from his conveyance. 


Rural carriers are not required to 


deliver mail to 'houses standing back 
from the main road except in cases of 
registered mail, special delivery and 
pension letters, provided addresses re- 
side one mile or less from the main 
HUB of travel. 


Rural 
carriers must not. act as 


agents for express companies, edrpora- 
tious or firing, but the law provides 
'that the carriers shall not bo prohi- 
bited from doing au:'express package 
business, provided it does not inter- 
fore with the discharge of his official 
duties.'

newspaper publishers on their own ac- 
count or accept and collect subscrip- 
tions for the same.
